The witness, replying to Mr. O'Byrne, said 

with the exception of repairs to the roof, 
nothing was done to improve the sanitary con- 
dition of the house until the order of the Court 
was carried out.

He was hot aware that there 
was a reguiar epidemic of di theria in June, 
1921. He said that both children had died as 
wwe result of the insanitary condition of the 
ouse. 

Mr. O'Byrne said that there was a re 
epidemic of diphtheria in Ki n aed 
1921. As the result of the complaints made 
about this house notices were served on the 
owners, and they carried out the various re- 
airs. The house was a bad one, and it would 

much for the health and peace of Kingstown 
if it were swept away altogether. 

However, @ house might be better than 
no house, and until other ation was 
provided the Council did the best that it could 
with the means at their disposal. So far back 
as 1915 schemes for constructing dwellings for 
the working classes hed been formula but 
the Council had been unable to obtain the 


money. 

Dr. Sherlock Vaughan, Town Clerk, produced 
the Council’s books.to show that the sanitary 
officer had acted on the complaints and had 
reported that the work required had been 
carried out. 

The inquiry concluded, and the findings will 
be published in due course.

Big Four.” Mr. Lansing essays the same 
task, and the portraits which he has 
ainted, if not, perhaps, so brilliant as 

r. Keynes's, are trathful and satisfying. 
His is a latger gallery ; for not only does 
he paint M. Clemenceau, Mr. Wilson, Mr. 
Lloyd George, and Signor Orlando, but he 
also sketches M. Venizelos, Emir Feisul, 
General Botha, and M. Paderewski. In 
spite of the fact thet Mr. "did 
not see eye-to eye with President Wilson 
on many matters, he deals very fairly with 
him in this book. It is plain that he 
thinks that the welcome which Mr. Wilson 
received on his landing in France turned 
his head. His name was on every lip. 
Throngs of irers applauded him 
as he entered gthe special train for 
Paris and at thé stations en route; and 
multitudes, delirious with enthusiasm, 
cheered him as he drove through the be- 
flagged streets of the French capital in 
comparzy with President Poincaré. 

The whole trouble with the ex-President 
was that, though he had his famous Four- 
teen Points, he had little else in the shape 
of mental baggage. He seemed to think 
that it was enough to enunciate principles. 
Many of us are agreed in principle, but 
the bother is when we come to translate 
our principles into the world of detail. 
This is precisely where the mental equip- 
ment of the ex-President was defective. 
As a practical statesman he left everything 
to be desired. Mr. Lansing dou 
whether Mr. Wilson had worked out, even 
ws mtn | the application of the — 
ciples precepts which he had declared 
while the war was in progress, and which 
had been generally accepted at the time 
of the armistice as the bases of peace.

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Yet what a mocking finger does this old 
glass point to our comments on it! What 
we now regard as the great beauty of Irish 
glass generally, and more especially of the 
early glass of Waterford, Cork, and Dub- 
lin—its dark grey-blue colour—was, in 
the time of its making, considered a great 
defect. Years of endeavour on the part of 
Irish glass-makers at last resulted in glass 
as clear and white as that of En d. 
Now, when the grey-blue is appreciated, 
it, like other beauties, becomes the more 
desirable through being unattainable. The 
old glass inexorably refuses to give up the 
secret that sent it to the lumber room in 
bygone years. 

rs. Graydon Stannus discusses her 
subject very thoroughly. 
characteristics of genuine old Irish glass 
into five classes in order to enable collectors 
to wefute the modern “fakes’’ of all 
nationalities that flood the salerooms. 
Nine-tenths of so-called “Irish” glass 
offered for sale is either old pieces 
from other countries or “ fakes ’—chiefly 
“fakes.” Nevertheless, Irish glass can 


be distinguished unmistakably and with | 


little trouble. Five of iss characteristics 
should be studied before any attempt at 
collecting is made. These are:— 

Weight.—Irish -lass is very heavy, and 
never shows the specks of sand that ap- 
pear in foreign pieces of similar weight. 
Air bubbles, often found in Irish glass, 
which are taken for sand, can be identified 
by a magnifying glass. 

Uolour.—All old Irish glass has a 
peculiar depth of tone, steel or gre -blue. 
Some Cork glass has a decidedly yellowish 
tinge, which is never found in the Water- 
ford. In Waterford there is sometimes 
the bloom, or cloud, sometimes of rainbow 
tint, and due NG to atmospheric 
action on the lead in the metal. It is not 
safe, however, to reject glass as spurious 
merely, and only, because it possesses none 
of these tones. Look for other character- 
istics, which might be strong enough alone 
to place the period. 

Resilience.—Irish glass is tougher and 
stronger than any other; hence its sur- 
vival even when i..- constant use. It. has 
wonderful elasticity, even to bouncing, as 
compared with other glass, and will chip 
or mark without breaking in a fall. 

Touch.—It does not feel harsh or cold, 
but gives a sense of soft warmth to the 
touch. This will only be detected with 
experience, but is not the less easily 
appreciable. | 

Ring.—All British glass has a clear, 
definite ring ; but to a musical ear there is 
a rich throb in Irish glass, not found else- 
where—something like a vibrato between 
two notes. This also is not found in all 
genuine Irish glass. but is in the major 
part. Mrs. Stannus tells us that the 
“singing Waterford ” note is always true, 
unlike the “dead ' tone of foreign glass, 
where, even in the better work, the note 
always falls a little flat. 

There are many illustrations to point the 
text. The old wall-lights are particularly 

ful examples of an art of the past. 
‘The book, in fact, ought to be in every 
collector's hands. It reveals t in- 
timacy with the subject, and a discernin 
eye to what is most beautiful and typical 
of it.

Looking Forward. — 

The Dublin Port and Docks Board has 
begun to.construct a costly wharf for the 
purposes of Ireland’s oversea trade. This 
enterprise, as Mr. David Barry, the 
Board's chairman, said yesterday, is a 
veal act of faith in the Irish Free State. 
He foresees a time when Irish harbours 
will not be visited only by the punctual 
tides, “hen industry will flourish, when 
Irish iversities will cease to educate 
mainly for export. We share Mr. Barry’s 
hopes; and others, we think, will be 
helped into the same mood by the speech 
of Mr. Ernest Blythe, Dail Eireann s 
Minister of Trade and Commerce. If Mr. 
Blythe’s words are a true forecast of Free 
State policy, the oldest of us may live to 
see a peaceful and prosperous Ireland. 
We are very glad to be able to publish 
this message to the Irish nation on the 
first St. Patrick's Day that sees our 
country the of her own 
fortunes. Mr. Blythe declares that 
his party—the majority of the Irish § 
people—are ready to turn their faces to 
the future and to forget the quarrels of 
the past. He appeals for the whole-hearted 
co-operation of all creeds and classes in 
Ireland's service. He believes that the 
tragic process of breaking-down will be 
followed an of 
building-up- In particular, he promises 
that the Government of the Free State 
will foster Trish trade and commerce with 
that watchful care which sometimes makes 
the difference between success and failure.

The completion of land purchase de- 
pends now upon the honour and good- 
will of the British and Irish Governments. 
Britain, as the Marquis of Lansdowne says, 
is “pledged up to the eyes” on this 
question.

In the immediate future 
the Free State will need the support of 
every good Irishman. Wednesday’s hideous 
murders in Galway reveal the blackness 
of the abyss into which Ireland yet may 
fall if her Ministers do not act with the 
firmness which only a secure dependence 
on the people's will can inspire.

The Royal Irish Academy. 


The anntial meeting of the Royal Trish 
Academy was held yesterday.: This dis- 
tinguished institution was founded at the 
end of the eighteenth century, and has 
been doing splendid work for Ireland for 
nearly one hundred and forty years, An 
annex to the annual report reviews the 
work of the Acadeniy since its start. It 
constitutes a very fine record of solid 
achievement, and every Irishman’ who is 
neither a fanatic nor a Philistine should 
be proud of it. Probably, the chief work 
of the Royal Irish Academy has been 
its contribution to Irish learning, Many 
people believe that the cult of old’ 
Gaelic literature was started in Berlin 
and other German universities. Members 
ol the Royhl Irish Academy, John 
O'Donovan and Eugene O’Curry, were the 
real sponsors of the Celtic renaissance, and 
their work has been continued by other 
members up to the present day. The 
Academy now possesses a total of 1,200

earliest possible moment. The Royal Irish 
Academy has deserved well of the Irish 
people, and we hope that its work will 


continue to flourish taal the Free State. 


The Housing Problem. 


We,are glad to learn that the Pro- 
visional Government is losing no time in 
getting to grips with the Irish housing 
problem. 
to the various local authorities throughout, 
the country, the Minister for. Local 
Government, Alderman Cosgtave, unfolds 
4 plan which ought to be put into 
effect immediately. He points out, very 
properly, that the present Government 
is purely provisional, and cannot be 
expected to launch any scheme which 
might commit some future Government to 
heavy financial responsibilities. For that 
reason the issue of long period loans by 
the Provisional Government is out of the 
question. It is prepared, however, to 
make immediate grants to local authorities, 
and proposes to issue them on a sort of 
co-operative basis. In the first place, the 


plocal authority will strike a rate of*a 


shilling in the pound, which will produce, 
say, a sum of £x, Then it will raise a 
local loan of three times this amount— 
namely, £3x--which will be added to the 
yield of the rate. Finally, this total of 
£4x will be trebled by the Government, 
and the local authority will have £12 x to 
spend on houses. Alderman Cosgrave points: 
out in his letter that in the majority of 
cases sites already have been chosen and 
approved under the British Act of 1919. 
By the provision of houses and employ- 
ment Alderman Cosgrave’s scheme is cal- 
culated to. kill two birds with one stone, 
and it needs only the active assistance of 
the local authorities to ensure its success. 


Inter-Allied Debts. 


America’s unexpected demand for a 
share of the German indemnity has raised 
afresh the whole question of war debts. 
All the Allies, and Italy in particular, re- 
eognise now that something must be done 
to put the whole matter on a business 
footing. Sir Basil Blackett, of the British 
Treasury, has been engaged on the 
preparation of a scheme which, if adopted, 
would simpltiy greatly this highly-compli- 
cated problem. Apart from Britain’s debt 
to the United States, which, of course, 
must be paid in full, the total sum of 
inter-Allied debts is about sixty-five 
billion gold marks. The chief creditors 
are Britain and America. ‘The British 
Treasury now suggests that all these debts 
be cancelled—by America as well as by 
the other creditor Allies—and that Ger- 
many's bill íor reparations be reduced by 
a sum which corresponds to their amount. 
This plan would free the Allies from all 
obligations, and would leave Germany with 
a total debt of some 45,000,000,000 gold 
marks, which, in comparison with the 
fantastic figures of the London ultimatum, 
is quite a reasonable sum. It could be 
mobilised, so far as cash payments are 
concerned, by an international . loan 
secured on, say, the German Customs, and 
the whole financial atmosphere of Europe 
would be cleared. America and Britain 
would gain enormously by the revival in 
trade which a restoration of stable condi- 
tions would ensure. 


The Palace of Truth. 


French civil servants of the intermediate 
grades have adopted: an original plan in 
order to force the Government to raise 
their salaries. They are excluded from 
employing the strike weapon by their 
entrance agreements. The curious scheme 
which has been evolved is simply a refusal 
to act during the exercise of their duties 
in any way that is not strictly com- 
patible with the principles of honesty and 
truth. Such action, they claim, will dis- 
organise completely the administration of 
the country; for petty deceits of a 
thousand different kinds are found to be 
essential to efficiency. The civil servants, 
who include directors, secretaries, and all 
the executive officials of the different 
Ministries, plead .that their projected 
attitude is sation in the interests of public 
morality ; but add, naively, that, if their 
own good interests follow from such a 
course, their honesty will not have been 
in vain. Compliance with their demands 
by the Government will satisfy their con- 
sclences again, and with satisfactory pay 
they will practise any bureaucratic fraud! 
The situation, which their threat creates, 
is worthy of a Gilbertian mind.

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"A. DISHONEST . PURSUIT.”

(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Politics, ag all the world knows and admits, 
are a dishones: and contemptible pursuit. The 
admission is universal because it in no way 
debars us from taking a hand, should the 
opportunity present: itself, in the ‘direction of 
public. affairs. Then we ave. either statesmen 
or experts; ithe other fellows ave the 
politicians. If the trade of politics were not 
universally regarded as dishonest and die 
honourable, the labourer would be worthy of 
his hire. But he is wot. There is‘ no fixed 
or ascertainable reward for political effort. It 
is neither piece-work nor time-work, The 
political fisherman may labour all his 
life and catch nothing. Or he may bait his 
hooks | successfully, in which case he secures 
what is known in the polite English tongue as 
a ' plum” of larger or smaller dimensions. 

In the United States, where the inhabitants 
are a crude and outspoken folk, the politician 's 
rewards are referred to in less complimentary 
language. There they ‘talk about ‘ slush 
funds '” and “-bboodle ” and “ graft,” the ‘‘ pie- 
counter,” the “ pork-barrel,’’ even the 
““trough."”” The .phrases carry with them 
delicate nuances and shades of meaning, but 
one and all refer to what the politician gets 
out of the game of politics. In the United 
States and other democracies ‘the highest offices 
of State carry with them comparatively in- 
significant salaries. The holder is frankly ex- 
pected to “‘get his,” as they crudely put it, 
in one of the innumerable ways by which “ it’ 
is open to be got. The President of the 
United States, if he should, as frequently 
happens, assume that office with empty pockets, 
will not save anything out of his meagre salary 
with which to support his declining years. 
Actually few Americans ever enjoy declining 
years, but that is beside the point,. After 
eight years, if he is fortunate enough to enjoy 
a second term of office, the ex-President retires 
into private life. 

But to be able to write ‘‘ cx-President ' after 
one’s name is sesame ‘to the prv- 
fessional world. i is a lawyer, as he 
generally is (for the only difference between 
them is that one is a bamboozler-at-law and 
the other is a bamboozler-at-large), or an en- 
gineer, there is a place of honour and a 
thumping salary awaiting him in any firm that 
be likes to enter. If he is the proprietor of a 
newspaper, he can return to his linotype room 
secure in the knowledge that the circulation of 
a paper that is edited by an ex-President is 
assured. And ao, in a less degree, with the 
emaller offices of State. But the arrangement 
does not carry very far. To have been a 
President or even a Secretary of State is a 
substantial meal-ticket in itself. The holder 
is regarded as an ornament in any shop window. 
But there is no demand in business or profes- 
sional circles for men who have been third 
under-eecretaries—still leas for ward bosses, 
political handymen, wire-pullers, henclinien, and 
go on. These are expected to get “‘ theirs ” 
ju any way they can, and there are plenty of 
ways in which it can be got. 

* * ” . . 

So politics have become in. the United States 
the trade of rogues and men who prefer to 
live by their wits rather than by work. The 
respectable masses of the community will not 
touch politics and consider that they would be 
defiling themselves to do so. On the other 
hand, Americans regard their political system 
as at least as cheap. and efficient as that of 
other countries—Great Britain, for, example. 
‘In order that graft and corruption might not 
reign supreme they took certain. offices, notably 
the Federal Judiciary, out of politics. Later, 
in order to secure efficiency, a civil service 
system was established both in the United 
States Government and in some State Govern- 
ments, and even in some municipal Govern- 
ments. This meant that a large number of 
minor offices was made permanent and awarded 
as the result of competitive examinations, The 
salaries were made commensurate wiih the 
work done and a pensions system was estab- 
lished. But Americans are temperamentarily 
opposed to a bureaucracy and have set up per- 
manent officials and departments only with the 
greatest reluctance, and where it has. been 
proved to be absolutely necessary, 

In the first place, it represented not merely 
an addition to, but a distinct inroad upon, the 
accepted spoils system. 
civil service rules meant one. less job for. the 
politicians to bestow, a diminution of their 
“ patronage.’”’ But, if a politician has not 
patronage, his chances of doing any good for 
himself are greatty diminished. It also deprived 
the politica] bosses of a good deal of actual 
political control. In the good old days, when 
every official from the President of the United 
Biates to the Squeedunkville dog-cateher de- 
pended (theoretigally), on the  irivaluable 
suffrages of the community for his job, voting 
the ticket, as it was called, was the rule. The 
voter, anxious to get to his business, was not 
going to sit down in front of a ballot-peper 
with a hundred and fifty names on it, and put 
crosses against his particular fancies, always 
supposing that he had any. It was much easier 
to put a single cross at the top of the Re- 
publican or Democratic column and hope to 
Heaven that the bosses of the party had net 
tried to put across anything too imtolerably 
raw, But when nobody is left on the ballot 
but the Mayor, the Chief of Police, and the 
members of the Purity Commission, the voter 
is apt to eit down and say to himself, '' Who 
are these mutts, anyway? Isn't this geek 
who's standing for mayor the partner of the 
man who was sent over the road for selling 
franchises to the street railway company? ” 
And so he votes for the reform candidate who 
has reluctantly consented to abandon an 
imaginary legal practice for the sole purpose 
of restoring the pristine purity of the Pilgrim 
Fathers to the conduct of mumcipal affairs

It has been the strange experience of the 
American people, or at any rate of the majority 
of them, that in politics honesty and inefficiency 
go, hand in hand. In the good old 
days-in California the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
through its immense political machine, 
dominated Siate and municipal politics. Its 
objcets included the’ keeping of the control of 
freights in its own hands, defeating those who 
brought law suits against it, securing franchises 
wherever needed, and in a number of other 
ways securing the uninterrupted enjoyment of a 
marimum of profits. It nomiyated judges, and 
generally good ones. ‘True, they might be 
trusted, on the rare occasions on which such 
matters cropped up, to give decisions in the 
railroad’s favour. Apart from that, however. 
they were able men; for it was in the machine's 
interest to give satisfaction eo long as it did not 
cost anything. Then the Southern Pacific was 
dethroned, and it was discovered that, while 
they might be honest, the young salary-hunters 
who secured judgeships.on the reform. ticket 
were mostly incapable ignoramuses. Good 
lawyers would not run for office because there 
was no machine to give them security of tenure, 
and any active politician might oust them at the 
end of four years. 

This, or something like it, has heen the 
experience in many parts of the United States: 
and now the American reasons the situation out 
for himseif somewhat after this fashion: “ To 
divorce politics from dishonesty is unnatural 
and has never proved satisfactory, Let us. 
therefore, permit the politicians to play their 
old familiar and rather dirty game, -and only 
interfere when they overdo it, or ito the 
minimum extent necessary to secure the reason- 
able routine efficiency in public affairs.” 

“ . * - * 

For, reasons which it is unnecessary to dwell 
upon, the political game in England has alwavs 
been played in an eutirely different manner. 
Instead of a universal admission that it is dis- 
honest we have a universal pretence that it is 
hovest. Instead of assuming the participants 
to be rogues until they prove themeelves honest, 
we preteen that they are high-minded altruisis 
until, as rarely happens, we catch them with 
the actual swag bulging in their jeans. Even 
then stoien eggs have to smell to Heaven before 
our national pride will allow us to admit that 
our idolised statesman has been robbing the 
henroost. In Great Britain, again, so far from 
ee polities a game in which as many as 
possible take a hand, the whole hent of the 
organisers is to make jit a close. corpora- 
tion. A minimum of politicians and a 
maximum Of bureaucrats is the ideal aimed at. 
The, Bar is conducted on much the same lines. 
Outside the favoured few the ‘prentice politician 
makes nothing. On the contrary, he buve his 
experience just as the young barrister buys his 
seat in a successful junior’s chambers. ~ Once 
inside the charmed cirele, however, and every- 
thing is on a lavish scale. The politician, now a 
Minister or a Minister's assistant, gets a noble 
salary, and there is an unwritten, but sacred, 
rule that once a Minister always a Minister. If 
he makes such an ass of himself that he muét 
be withdrawn from one weil-paid job, he must 
be given another. There is no such thing as 
the price of failure—and the public thoroughly 
endorses this procedure. It allowéd' the same

This is the first chapter of a book of Genesis— 
a tenjative launehing out in the , record- 
ing tie creation in Ireland of a little world 
peopled with a tiny population of enthusiasts 
Pioneers, offshoots from a larger body that 
spreads over Great Britain, France, and 
Belgium, also America. This body styles its 
members “ Fanciers,” and the call of “The 
Fancy ” has lured them for many, many years. 
They “ fancied” rabbits, and all the fine art of 
breeding for various points—breeding for “ this 
and that” excellence has been practised. _ 

The mere mention of the word “rabbit ” 
makes an Irishman smile. Hig natural senti- 
ment towards the rodent is to deal with it as 
vermin. He does not contemplate the hutch 
rabbit as a hobby, and indeed, those who are 
exceptions to this way of thinking are looked 
upon as more or less harmless Junatics. But 
the lunacy is a bit infectious, and the British 
and Continental breeder have inspired at last 
an Irish interest in their work. Fifty years 
ago they’ were at it, and clubs for fostering 
breeds and improving them were established, 
and shows kept life in the enterprise. 

When the war cloud darkened Europe the 
rabbit fancy boomed. Home-grown meat, pro- 
duced in the backyard, found favour, and but 
for the “ lunatics” how could stock have quickly 
been found to satisfy the sudden demand? 

Treland stirred a little. Rabbits, after all, 
might come in useful—“ Wanted, Adult Does”- 
it did not matter what sort, but they must be 
adult ! 

A lively buying and selling took place, litters 
were reared. Belgian hares and Flemish giants, 
with crossbreds of the same, were practically 
the only hutch rabbite in Ireland—-very good 
for the pot—and that was all Ireland thought 

the matter. The true spirit of fhe fancier

was unborn. 

In devasated Belgium the Blue Beveren 
rabbit was preserved, and found its way, early 
in the war, as a novelty to England. Blue 
Boverens boomed and bred abundantly. 

In the midst of all the troubles of harassed 
France the beautiful and unique “Chinchilla ” 
rabbit was first bred, and the type fixed. 
Finally with peace it took the rabbit fancy by 
storm when first imported to England. The 
writer imported the first stock that ever set 
foot on Irish soil, direct from France, when 
there were but a few pairs only in England. 

The “ Havana,” a most beautiful and sweet- 
tempered chocolate rabbit has only lately made 
its appearance, ang the “ Argenté de Cham- 
pagne,” a wonder d silver shade, is also a 
new-comer. 

All of a sudden these beautiful varieties 
came upon the scene, but Ireland knew naught 
of them. The little offshoot—the handful of 
fanciers in the land—did read, mark, learn, and 
finally digest many a good Blue Beveren. They 
came along at the pot period! The newer varie- 
ties have found homes here, at last, but only 
very few at present.

The brass tablet near the window bears the

The full story of the shocking crimes com- 
mitted in St. Bride’s Home, Galway, and the 
Workhouse Hospital was told at the inquest 
beld last mght.

VAIN EFFORT TO ESCAPE. 

An inquest followed at the Galway Work- 
house to investigate the death of a civilian 
uained Patrick Cassidy, who was shot on the 
previous night. ' 

Dr. B. Shea stated that he was called to at- 
tend the deceased: man, and reached the hoa- 
pital at about 11 o’clock.. He saw Cassidy in 
No. 1 Ward lying on his face on the floor. He 
was lying in a pool! of blood, and when the wit- 
ness examined him he found that be was dead. 
There were two bullet wounds on the left side 
of his neck, and one exit wound on the right 
side of his head. The bullet that caused this 
wound passed through the brain. 

Cassidy was admitted to the hospital on 
March 8, suffering fem three builet wounds 
caused by two bullets. He would give no in- 
formation as to how he received those wounds. 

Thomas Fahy, Dominick street Police Station, 
stated that at 10.25 he received a telephone 
message from the Union Hospital to the effect 
that a man named Cassidy had been shot dead. 

The witness and two men went to the Union, 
where he found the deceased men on the floor 
in a pool of blood. 

Patrick Molloy, a prtient in the Union 
Hospital, eaid that a man et¢red the wari 
in which the witness was in bed and asked nim 
his name.

BOMBING IN BELFAST. 
-—-—-$b———- -- 
3 OUTRAGES; 15 WOUNDED. 

At 12 o'clock yesterday three bomb outrages 
were perpetrated in the Newtownards road dis- 
trict of Belfast, as a result of which fifteen 
persons were seriously injured, 

The first explosion took piace in Seaforde 
stgeet, a Catholic and Nationaliss district, 
whieh has been the ecene of many 
outrages. So troublesome bas this dis- 
that last week the end of the 
street debouching on Newtownards road was 
barricaded by the military to prevent conflicts 
between the apposing parties. There have since 
then been attempts to burn down the barrier, 
but they have been frustrated. 

There is conflict of testimony as to where the 
first bomb came from. Some people say that it 
was thrown from Seaforde street in an attempt 
to get over the barricade, but fell short. It ex-

itself, and a little later a third bomb was 
thrown into the vard of St. Matthew's Hall, 
Seaforde etrect, where soldiers were at the time 
cooking their mid-day mea!.

CAMPAIGN OF EVICTIONS.

IRISH GOVERNMENT'S 
SCHEME. - 
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The Irish Provisional Government, in 
a circular letter issued last night on the 
subject of the Housing of the Working 
Classes (Ireland) Acts, 1890 to 1921, state 
that it is clear that they cannot adopt. any 
policy of financial assistance which may 
involve the future Government of the 
Saorstat na hEireann in financial com- 
mitments extending over a long period of 
years, and any State assistance must be 
suitable for the present transitional stage. 
The Provisional Government ate accord- 
ingly prepared at present to give State aid, 
which they consider ample, on the follow- 
ing lines :— 

In each case where a special housing 
rate of at least 1s. in the £ is struck for 
the purpose of new construction and 
arrangements are made (subject to the 
sanction of the Minister) to obtain from 
local banks or other sources a short period 
loan equal to three times the produce of 
the aforesaid rate, the Government will 
be prepared to make a grant in the pro- 
portion of 2 to 1 to the total amount 
raised locally by housing rate and loan. 
Provision for meeting the loan charges 
must be made in addition to.the special 
housing rate of Is., and such charges will 
not rank for the Government subsidy. 

The Ministry considers that there is 
nothing to hinder steps being taken forth- 
with to obtain possession of sites which 
have already been inspected and approved, 
or of alternative sites suggested, and the 
Councils ox Town Commissioners should 
at once proceed, if they intend to avail 
themselves of the Government s offer, to 
include in their estimate of expenditure 
for the ensuing year the produce of a 
poundage of at least 1s. as a special hous- 
ing rate for new construction. At the 
same time, they should ascertain par- 
ticulars of the terms of interest and re- 
payment on which a loan of an amount 
equal to three times the produce of the 
special rate may be obtained. 

The Ministry trusts that this attempt 
to grapple with the housing problem will 
be facilitated in every way.

FORBIDDEN BY DAIL 
CABINET. 


The Convention of the Irish Republican 
Army delegates, which was to have been 
held in Dublin on March 26, has been 
prohibited. This prohibition is announced 
in the following communiqué issued by Mr. 
Arthur Griffith as President of Dail 
Eireann to the Minister for Defence :— 

“It is quite evident to the unanimous 
Dail Cabinet that at an Army Convention 
contemplated for 26th March it was pro- 
posed to endeavour to remove the Army 
from under the control of the Government 
elected by the people, which is Dail 
Eireann. Such a purpose is illegal, and 
you are hereby instructed that the hold- 
ing of this Convention is forbidden.”’

ISSUE HANGS ON A 
STRAW. 


A large gathering, representative of the 
principal business interests of Dublin, was 
present at the Alexandra Basin yesterday 
afternoon on the invitation of Mr. David 
Barry, Chairman of the Port and Docks 
Board, for the purpose of inspecting the 
new works which are being carried out 
there in connection with the Board’s policy 
of improvement and advancement. 

At. present the Board is devoting its 
energies to the provision of. accommoda- 
tion for the reception and quick despatch 
of large overseas vessels. Jt has already 
entered upon the construction of a wharf 
at Alexandra Basin at which it is intended 
to have a depth of 46 feet of water at 
high tide. The building of a quay wall of 
this great height and proportionate weight 
presents many engineering difficulties, but 
these are being overcome by the method 
of construction which is being adopted. 
This method has not yet been adopted for 
the building of quay walls in any of the 
ports of the British Islands ; its adoption 
marks a distinct advance in the progress 
of engineering as applied to port construc- 
tion problems. 


CONSTRUCTION. 


> 


LAUNCHING THE CAISSON, 


Briefly, the method is to build on land a 
40-foot length of the foundation and lower 
courses of the quay wall, in the form of a 
ferro-concrete caisson, which. will then be 
launched. Whilst afloat, its outer walls will be 
built upwards, the caisson itself gradually sink- 
ing by ae unt! its depositing depth has 
been reached, when it will be towed to its final 
position and sunk. The superstructure will 
then be built upon the upper portion of the 
deposited caisso; exposed above the surface of 
the water. 

The concrete blocks which constitdied the 
foundation of the quay walls built by Dr. 
Stoney in 1871 weighed 350 tons each, whereas 
each caisson when ready for depositing in 
place will weigh, approximately, 3, tons, 

The second of these caissons was launched 
yesterday. The method of launching was the 
same as that empioyed m the launching of a 
ship. The hnge cement caisson, with its halt- 
completed walls, rested on slips, and at a given 
signal it slid into the water, amid the cheers 
of the onlookers. There was not the slightest 
hitch, and after seeing the caisson’ towed to the 
place at which the building of its walls will be 
completed, the company, who included three 
Mimisters—Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister of 
Trade and Commerce; Mr. Joseph McGrath, 
Minister for Labour; and Alderman W. ‘TT. 
Cosgrave, Minisier for Local Government—were 
entertained to luncheon at uhe canteen of the 
Dublin Dockyard Company. 

Mr. Barry, who presided, welcomed those 
present, and sail that, without being invidious, 
he should like specially to welcome the members 
of the Provisional. Government, who had come 
at considerable inconvenience. 

The ceremony imaugurated, as the board 
hoped, a new éra in the history of the Port of 
Dublin. .

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GENERAL SMUTS’S VIGOUR, 

In a message from Johannesburg, dated Wed- 
nesday, The Times Correspondent states :—-The 
vigour with which the authorities have dealt 
with the Rand revolt is largely due to the 
presence and advice of the Prime Minister, 
General Smuts.
